a plane that would: 

> Accommodate a load of freight con- 
siderably greater than the biggest car- 
goplane in the air today; 

> Operate at a cost which would per- 
mit a substantial cut in shipping rates 
and leave a fair margin of profit to 
the carrier; 

> Not sacrifice, to any appreciable 
extent, performance for payload.

Confused Shipper 


Talk with the shipper who has been 
giving the airlines at least some of his 
business. He is a confused man. He 
is at a loss to understand why one ait 
carrier is “cargo-minded,” and another 
is not. Or why a particular airline 
doesn’t love cargo in December as it 
does in May. It doesn’t make one bit 
of sense, the shipper says, and he'd 
just as soon hang it all than waste his 
time trying to figure it out. 

The chicken-or-the-egg debate be- 
tween the proponents of a true air- 
freighter today and the conservatives 
who would wait for tomorrow, | think, 
will never reach a logical decision be- 
cause there is a little right on each 
side.

taneously, There’s no percentage in 
resting on the oars while waiting for 
Douglas or Lockheed or Fairchild to 
come through. And that’s exactly what 
one airline cargo man recently indi- 
cated to me: 

“We've just about covered the whole 
field,” he said. “L don’t think there's 
much more we can do until a new plane 
comes along.” 

Which is a lot of bunk. 

It's a lot of bunk because: 

>The shipping public, even after 
these 10 years or so, hasn't been prop- 
erly sold. 

> Countless shippers, with little or 
no air-shipping experience, are reposi- 
tories of much faney and little faet. 
(It's amazing how many of our smaller 
businessmen but their shipments pile 
up!—-don't have any real idea of the 
difference between air freight and air 
express.) 

bP Shippers traditionally think in 
terms of rates. Let's be honest with 
ourselves. What percentage of the 
total has been taught the unseen eco- 
nomic advantages of shipping by air 
(lighter packaging, no warchousing, 
lower inventory, lower insurance costs, 
etc.) 7 

It is no professional secret that some 
of the scheduled passenger-cargo air- 
lines have more intensive cargo-promo- 
tion programs than others. To go a 
step further, it is hardly a secret that 
the aforementioned cargo-minded air-

“YREE, THINKING MEN everywhere 
know that the current uneasy sit- 
uation was net one of our choos- 

ing. The lron Curtain, the Bamboo Cur- 
tain, and the Propaganda Curtains all 
over our rapidly shrinking globe, daily 
warn us that to remain free we must be 
strong and flexible must be ready and

The resources and capabilities of

Obviously, L cannot speak for the 
entire aircraft) industry I can, with 
some limitations, tell the reader some- 
thing about that segment of it with 
which | am familiar, If more than 
three des ides of experience and some 
degree of sucee in dealing with the 
men who build and operate airplanes 
can be considered an adequate back 
ground, | feel | can be fairly accurate 
in assessing the capability of America’s 
aireraft industry to play its part in 
making air logistics a reality 

Shortly before the outbreak of World 
War Ul, when our Commander-in-Chief 
asked the country to produce 50,000 
airplanes, | promptly said, “We can 
do it.” 

Although at that time 50,000 air 
planes seemed astronomical, | publicly 
said that | felt no task is too great and 
no accomplishment impossible for a 
nation united and alert to its dangers 


I said that “unhindered by polities or 
partisan considerations and given the 
necessary authority, materials and man- 
power, the American aircraft manufae- 
turers would deliver the goods.” 

We did. We went far beyond the 
original request. In less than three 
years the aircraft plants of the United 
States were turning out airplanes, many 
of them large four-engine bombers, at 
a rate in excess of 93.000 a year. 

This, again, is the reply of one air- 
craft manufacturer to the question, 
“What is the industry's capability?” 
The aircraft industry can produce the 
aircraft needed by our military forces 
We have done it before, and we can do 
it again. 

“But.” it can be asked, “what should 
the industry produce to meet the chal 
lenge of tomorrow? What do we need? 
When? Where? How much? 

These are all complicated questions. 
We, of the industry. can only contribute 
the knowledge, the know-how, and the 
confidence and the technical skills nee- 
essary for the accomplishment of the 
task, once it is outlined and initiated. 


Good Partnership 

As aircraft manufacturers we have 
been working with American logistics 
experts for many years. To me, it has 
been a long, warm and_ satisfactory 
partnership Reviewing the years 
through which we have jointly studied 
and solved specific problems, I recall 
a notable list of accomplishments and 
progress in aviation. It clearly indi- 
cates a pattern in which the founda 
tion stones of achievement emerge in 
the form of twin pillars. Permit me, 
for the purpose of this discussion, to 
name them Conception and State of the 
Art. Conception always precedes ad- 
vancement; the State of the Art 
makes it possible. Each supplements 
the other. 

Air logistics is the new conception of 
military mobility. Under eXisting con- 
ditions in the modern world of global 
tensions and uncertainties. air logistics 
has become a necessity for survival. 
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Donald W. Douglas 


Another consideration which plays 
an important part in both Conception 
and State of the Art in the world of 
today is economics. It is one of the 
characteristics of our complex existence 
that economics has become a vital part 
of military considerations. Thus, to the 
questions of “What shall be done? 
and “How can we do it?” is added a 
third: “Can we afford it?” 

It is not sufficient to answer this ques 
tion by merely asking, “Can we afford 
not to?” In modern warfare and in 
the defense of a country. there is no 
substitute for victory of safety. A na- 
tion is more than a mathematical equa 
tion or a chemical formula. A govern 
ment which does not have the confi 
dence and support of the people it gov 
erns cannot long exist: so it is obvious 
that in consideration of our air logisties 
problems economics cannot safely be 
brushed aside 

1 would like to summarize briefly the 
“new conception of air logistics” as I 
see it in terms of specific needs, prob 
lems and economic considerations. 

Let us take a logistic carrier of the 
type which the state of the art and 
availability of the power plants now 
make it possible to design. 

A careful, competent study recently 
completed gives some interesting num- 
bers pertinent to this discussion. Let 
us assign to such an airplane a gross 
weight of around 400,000) pounds, a 
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100,000-pound payload, a — cruising 
speed in the vicinity of 500 miles per 
hour, and a range of, let us say, 1,500 
to 3,500 miles. 

This airplane I have taken for an 
example would be a turbo-prop. It 
would provide the lowest possible cost 
for the huge davy-in and day-out job of 
lugging freight around the world. 

Let us take a theoretical timetable 
of cargo movements over a sample 
route of 1,500 miles up to 3.500 miles 
and measure its impact on a logistic 
assignment that otherwise would have 


to be carried out with existing aircraft 
such as the C-54 or the C-124. 


“New Conception” 


The published study te which | 
referred states that a fleet of only nine 
“new conception” logistic carriers can 
do the work of 171 C-54s or 58 C-124s 
at a cost of from one-fourth to one- 
third of that needed to operate the 
older models and in less than half 
the time. 

We in the aircraft industry are to- 
day building and flying the turbo-prop- 


that are the forerunners of these large 
logistic air carriers. 

The industry is engaged actively now 
in developing turbo-jet aircraft to meet 
those requirements which cannot ade- 
quately be satisfied by turbo-prop air- 
craft, such as the tanker mission. 

It is noteworthy that turbo-jet  air- 
craft designed primarily for such spe- 
cialized missions as in-flight refueling, 
if properly designed, can have oper- 
ating cost in the passenger configuration 
and logistic role substantially below to

OWAKDS THE END of the last war 
é shipping strike held up all 

freight trafhe between the North 
and South Islands ol New Zealand. The 
present Director of Civil Aviation, who 
was then Direetor of Air Transport, 
RNZAF, proposed to the Government 
through the Chief of Air Staff, Sir Ar- 
thur Nevill, that the RNZAF should 
loan some C-47 aircraft to get the inter- 
island trafhe flowing again 

Mr. James Sawers, the General Man- 
ager of New Zealand Railways, and Mr. 
T. M. O'Connell, who was at that time 
Trafic Manager of the Air Transport 
Service, RNZAF, collaborated in or- 
ganizing this freight ferry, which was 
so successful that it was decided to 
continue it in being after the strike 
ended and shipping once again became 
normal. Thus it was that until 1947, when 
New Zealand National Airways Corpo- 
ration was formed, the freight ferry 
was operated by C-47 aircraft flown 
and maintained by RNZAF personnel. 
With the formation of NZNAC a per- 
centage of those engaged on the service 
were transferred to NAC and continued 
the good work in civilian uniform, 

As the service continued, it was ap- 
parent that there were many loads 
offering which were beyond the capabil- 
ities of that most willing of work- 
horses the C-47, and about the same 


time a Bristol Freighter Mk. 1 was 
sent to new Zealand for a demonstra- 
tion tour. The potentialities of this new 
type were immediately appreciated and 
so great was the interest in it that the 
Bristol Aeroplane Company loaned it 
for two days for operational trials on 
the inter-island ferry. 


Raised Hopes 


In 1949 a National Government was 
returned to power, and accordingly the 
hopes of those interested in private en- 
terprise aviation rose rapidly. Among 
those was Mr. T. M. O'Connell, who 
since the demonstration of the Bristol 
Freighter had cherished an ambition 
to operate the freight ferry with these 
aircraft and had some ideas about a 
cargo-carrying and loading method 
which he was certain would result in 
a much higher annual utilization figure 
besides substantial reductions in han- 
dling costs. He wrote to the Govern- 
ment and proposed that a private com- 
pany should be allowed to tender for 
this service in competition with NAC, 
At the same time, ably assisted by tech- 
nicians and draughtsmen of The Shell 
Company of New Zealand, he produced 
a specification of his proposed method 
of carrying the cargo on specially de- 
signed platforms and submitted it to 


the Bristol Aeroplane Company; they 
in turn obtained the approval of the 
Air Registration Board for the pro- 
posed modification. A company called 
Straits Air Freight Express was formed, 
which naturally has always been known 
by its well-chosen—-and it is hoped 
truly prophetic—initials of SAFE. 
When the Government called for 
tenders of this service SAFE tendered, 
along with several other operators from 
New Zealand and overseas. Many dif- 
ferent proposals were made including 
a flying boat service from Wellington 
to Picton. The contract was finally let 
to SAFE and with the financial backing 
of the English company of Airwork 
Limited, SAFE bought two suitably 
modified Mk.XXXI Bristol Freighters, 
and on 30th May, 1951. operations be- 
gan. Since then, despite some un- 
fortunate initial set-backs, the new 
rail-air freight ferry has gathered mo- 
mentum and is now well into its stride. 
That there is much to be done will 
be seen from a study of a few facts 
about the traffic. Loads have included 
buses, road graders and bulldozers. The 
heaviest load carried so far saw a 
five-ton reel of cable, and each week 
25.000 dozen eggs are flown up from 
Oamaru, way down in the South Island, 
to Wellington. During the rush for the 
pre-Christmas stock-up, 18 tons of table

chickens were ferried in. An average 
week means five return trips to Nelson, 
50 to Blenheim and two to Oamaru, and 
to assist the travel-hungry New Zealand 
public a car ferry service has just been 
started. On this run the Freighter car- 
ries three small cars or two medium 
ones in the cargo hold and nine pas- 
sengers in the rear cabin. As New 
Zealand is a country in which horse- 
racing figures high as a popular past- 
time, there is, naturally, a considerable 
amount of inter-island travelling to be 
done by the horses and their retinues. 
To meet this demand the SAFE freight- 
ers can carry eight racehorses and 
their trainers. 

It was foreknowledge of this wide 
diversity of load, together with the fact 
that distances, as airlines distances go, 
are extremely short, that compelled Mr. 
O'Connell to find some considerable 
improvement on the normal loading 
methods. To achieve anything ap- 
proaching economic utilization of an 
aircraft such as the Freighter over such 
small distances, automatically presup- 
poses something quite extraordinary in 
the way of a reduction in the turn 
round time necessitated by the normal 
loading methods. 


Cargons 


This has been done by the use of 
what the designer has called “cargons” 

which word, incidentally, is rapidly 
becoming adopted into the language by 
dint of common usage. Briefly, a car- 
gon is a false floor for the cargo hold, 
and due to the fact that in position it 
forms part of the fuselage structure, 
the weight penalty for this system is 
very much lower than for a comparable 
“packaged freight” scheme in which 
the freight rests on the fixed floor. In 
fact. the weight penalty for the use of 
cargons is as low as 550 pounds per air- 
craft.

So much for the load once it is in 
the aircraft, but another vital link in 
the chain is the provision of some form 
of mechanical loading and unloading 
of the pre-packaged freight. 


As the majority of the flights are 


between Paraparaumu, in the North 
Island, and Blenheim, in the South Is- 
land. a mechanical loader has been 
installed at each of these airfields. A 
glance at the photographs will show 
the working of the mechanical loader, 
which was designed and built by engi- 
neers of the New Zealand Railways 


The traversers, as they are called, are, 
in effect, a welded steel beam joining 
two standard bogie trucks, which run 
on standard rails, sunk into the con 
crete. The top surface of the beam is 
set at an angle to the horizontal, roughly 
the same as the floor line of the 
Freighter. Vhe traversers are driven 
along the rails by electric motors, the 
angle and height can be adjusted by 
means of jacks at each end and the 
cargons can be slid into or withdrawn

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| Agricultural Traffic 
And the Airli 


N VIEW OF the considerable activity 
in Congress, during the past year, 
in connection with proposed legisla- 

tion to exempt shippers and carriers of 
agricultural products from regulation 
under the Civil Aeronatics Act, similar 
to exemptions granted under the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, the members of 
the Air Transport Association have re- 
quested me to express their views on 
this subject. 

The airlines are deeply interested in 
this subject because it is to their bene- 
fit, as well as to the farmers, that air 
transportation be of maximum useful- 
ness. Actually, this matter of exemp- 
tion involves two problems. The first 
is the exemption from regulation of 
shippers operating through agricultural 
cooperatives and shippers’ associations, 
and the second is the exemption from 
regulation of operators of aircraft car- 
rying agricultural products. The prob- 
lems are quite different. and I shall 
discuss them separately. 

The airlines are interested, of course. 
in the development of air freight traf- 
fic: and they are interested in helping 
any effort which tends to develop such 
trafic. Agricultural cooperatives are 
such an effort. By pooling their ship- 
ments, farmers are able to obtain the 
benefits of lower volume rates offered 
by the airlines. thereby lowering their 
transportation costs to the point where 
air transportation becomes profitable 
and new markets are created, Thus, the 
airlines want to encourage and assist 
the development of such activities wher 
evel possible 

This raises the question of whether 
an exemption under the Civil Aeronau- 
tices Act for agricultural cooperatives 
will enable those organizations to util 
ize air freight more effectively. The air 
lines do not believe it will. The Civil 
Aeronautics Act does not regulate ship- 
pers, whether they are shipping indi- 
vidually or collectively. The Act ap- 
plies only to air carriers which, by defi

nition in the Act, must be common car- 


riers. Bona fide shippers’ associations, 
that do not operate tor profit and do 
not hold themselves out as handling 
shipments for the general public, are 
not air carriers under the Act and are 
not subject to regulation, 


Against Exemption 


The airlines are opposed to writing 
such an exemption into the Act, be- 
cause they believe such an exemption, 
while in no way helping the bona fide 
agricultural cooperatives, will) permit 
certain persons. who are in fact freight 
forwarders and are serving the public 
generally, to evade proper regulation 
by assuming the guise of farmers’ co- 
operatives or shippers’ associations. 
This is not mere speculation by the air 
carriers. Such a threat is a very real 
one and has produced chaotic condi- 
tions in the surface freight forwarding 
industry. Even now it is developing in 
air transportation Freight forwarders 
ire an integral part of the air trans- 
portation system. Unsavory conditions 


in any one branch of that system will

inevitably prove harmful to all other 
branches, thus operating to the eventual 
detriment of both the airlines and the 
shippers. 

Such an exemption, rather than help- 
ing the bona fide farmers’ cooperatives, 
by preserving their freedom from regu- 
lation, would probably have, in’ the 
long run, the exact opposite effect, by 
compelling legislation specifically re 
quiring their regulation, in order to 
bring under control illegitimate freight 
forwarders operating under the guise 
of farmers’ cooperatives and shippers’ 
associations. 

The second problem involves the ex 
emption from regulation of operators 
of aireraft) transporting agricultural 
commodities. The airlines are strongly 
opposed to any such exemption, be- 
cause there appears to be no need for 
such an exemption, 

In a regulated industry such as trans 
portation, an exemption should be 
granted only in response to a special 
need which cannot be handled within 
the framework of the regulatory 
scheme.

Last month’s dramatic reversal of 
President Eisenhower, who — originally 
awarded exclusive rights to Pan American 
World Airways on the route between the 
Pacific Northwest and Honolulu, has re- 
stored it to both Pan Am and Northwest 
Airlines. Previously given to Pan Am for 
a period of five years, the President's 
switch gave it to both carriers for an addi- 
tional three-year period. The CAB had 
unanimously recommended that Northwest 
alone should operate the Honolulu-Port- 
land/Seattle route; but Eisenhower, in his 
earlier decision, had overruled the Board. 

The President explained his position in 
a letter addressed to Chan Gurney, acting 
chairman of the CAB: “As you know, I 
believe in the strength of competitive en 
terprise based upon sound economic con- 
siderations but it must not be wasteful 
duplication at the expense of the Federal 
Government. 

“Both carriers operating on this Seat 
tle/Portland-Hawaii route have built up 
substantial business. Moreover, since my 
original action in this case, | have received 
from you information to the effect that 
within two years all airline subsidies in 
the Pacific area will probably have been 
eliminated or will at least approach that 
point. 


Sabena Name Change 


No longer is it correct to refer to the 
international air carrier as Sabena Bel- 
gian Airlines. 

Pointing up the nature of its global 
operations, Sabena’s executives have de- 
cided that henceforth the company 
will be known as Sabena Belgian World 
Airlines. 

Sabena, as such, is a contraction of 
Societe Anonyme Belge D’Exploitation 
de la Navigation Aerienne. 


“Renewing the certificates of both car- 
riers for a limited period would afford 
them an equal opportunity to demonstrate 
their capacity to develop adequate traffic 
to operate without subsidy or to prove 
definitely that the route cannot economi 
cally support two carriers.

National refused to bid, stating that it 
would not become involved in the bidding 
so long as case remained a question mark 
Colonial then accepted Eastern’s offer to 
buy. When the control investigation is set 
tled, the Board must take up the merger 
as a new case, 


Examiner William F. Cusick has 
labeled North American Airlines an il 
legally operated combine of four nonskeds 
(Twentieth Century Air Lines; Trans- 
National Airlines; Trans American Air 
ways; Hemisphere Air Transport) and 
recommended that they be put out of busi 
ness. He said that the airlines have col 
lectively operated “frequent and regular” 
service in violation of their licenses to 
operate as individuals on a nonscheduled 
basis. North American has indicated that 
it will fight vigorously any CAB attempt 
to halt its operations. It has filed excep- 
tions to the examiner's report and is push- 
ing for a court hearing on whether the 
Board’s economic regulations are lawful.

When TWA sponsored its “cosmic symposium’ at the Hayden Planetarium in New York, 
it provided the above idea of what our big commercial airports may look like 30 years 
from now.

These observations. of course, lead 
to the inescapable conclusion that air 
logistics and transport availability as 
a military factor require a family of 
logistics carriers designed for varying 
missions. Such a family of cargo air- 
planes must include turbo-prop and 
turbo-jet as well as long-range, short- 
range and “distribution” types to give 
the armed services the mobility mod- 
ern warfare and national defense de- 
mand. 


No Priority 

Let me make it erystal clear right 
here that | do not for one moment 
mean to imply that air logisties, or any 
other phase of our air power, is con- 
sidered by me to have priority over 
any other branch of the service. The 
final answer to some of the questions 
propounded in the discussion of our 
subject is the function and duty of 
those in whose hands the government 
has placed the responsibility for the 
safety and welfare of our country. I 
only maintain that air logistics is part 
of our national defense and that na- 
tional defense is everybody's business. 

This is a good place to express a 
word of caution that we cannot and 
should not expect to have an economical 
and working system of air logistics over 
night by a sudden dramatic appearance 
of these large transports. The logistic 
carriers of tomorrow cannot suddenly 
be substituted for the ones in opera- 
tion today. It will take time before we 
can organize and integrate a huge cargo 
transport into existing systems.  In- 
telligent and consistent use of present- 
day cargo aircraft will make the tran- 
sitton possible 

Nor can we permit existing aircraft 
to sit on the ground with little utiliza- 


fir Commerce 


tion and expect a cost-per-ton-mile re- 
sult that will reduce the total military 
expenditures by the use of air trans- 
ports. Only by a fleet-in-being in daily 
universal operations today will the 
armed services be able to perform the 
total airlift requirements during the 
time of emergency. The time to pre- 
pare for tomorrow is now. 

And this leads us into another con- 
sideration. 


Revision of Policy 


Every sound principle of economics 
indicates that the present policy gov- 
erning prewar, second-line aircraft 
must be revised. 

Private enterprise knows the value 
and true economy of substituting better 
equipment of increased efhciency for 
the old. If we are reluctant to appraise 
the situation realistically and recognize 
a depreciation charge as a factor, there 
is little hope that improvements can 
be made in the over-all efhiciency of 
the services’ transport groups. In_re- 
cent years the railroads quickly learned 
these facts and rapidly changed from 
steam locomotives to the diesels. 

Full understanding and careful study 
of what we face will quickly demon- 
strate that the lack of a modern depre- 
ciation policy for transport aircraft has 
prevented a realistic cost comparison 
between air and surface movement of 
cargo. Lf we are to build a coordinated 
system of air logistics within the next 
decade, we must act promptly and 
firmly in getting our facts and figures 
straight. We must learn as others have 
learned, not to permit the old to hinder 
the new.
